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Reference is made to previous request for policy statement concerning o 7 W>, 
fraiiKed envelopes bearing CIA letterhead for communication pur poses. 
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In consideration of this problem, communications between the agency 
personnel in administrative matters could best be achieved, from se- 
standpoint, by transmission from A & M to CIA employees within the 
through the medium of the various Administrative Officers of each sec- 
CIA. This would eliminate the necessity of using an accountable item, 
a franked envelope, and would provide an added security safeguard by 
such communications within the agency channels. 
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9 n those cases where any communications of this nature cannot be de- 
livered r-irectly to the employee but for any reason, must be mailed to the em- 
ployee at his residence, such can be achieved by having the Administrative Of- 
i icers mail the communication in accordance with security dictates either 
franked envelope or by xising a printed envelope with postage. The responsi- 
bility for this security determination can be delegated through the Assistant 
uirectors and executive Officers to the Administrative Officers in each area. 

It will, of necessity have to be a broad application bo provide for all con- 
tingencies that fall in the category of communications by A i M to CIA employees.
